Since f Imv.o slmlieil llie oliariie.ter of 


all the great Southern :i;;ricllllilral staples, 
and tho spc'ciul relations of cucli of them 
to the life and civilization of Ihe peopl.?.

Jiut nature cares more for 
seed, of course, than for anything else,
